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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues (page 3) that their claimed 
invention differs from the prior art because Eling's actuators are not non-scanning actuators, as Examiner contends, but instead are 
scanning actuators. According to Applicant (Id.), "the compensating motion of the actuators is independent of the scanning motion of the 
actuators; not to independence of the actuators from the scanning process." The Examiner disagrees. First, the Examiner does not 
construe the limitation "non-scanning actuator" to necessarily require an actuator that is independent from the scanning process. Instead, 
the Examiner considers the limitation to be broad and therefore, construes it to encompass an actuator that is independent from the 
scanning motion. Nonetheless, Eling clearly distinguishes actuators that are part of the scanning process from actuators that are 
independent and separate from the scanning process. For example, Eling states "in the case of a raster scan image, it is convenient to 
think of the generators 28, 30 as scan and offset, respectively, although they can be used independently for any probe positioning 
pattern." (col. 7, II. 17-21). Here, Eling labels actuator 28 as "scan" and actuator 30 as "offset," and explains that these two actuators can 
be used independently, suggesting that the actuator 30 can be used independently from the scanning process. Accordingly, Examiner 
construes actuator 30 as a non-scanning actuator, as recited in claims 1 , 6, and 12. 
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
